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IS ST. LOUIS HELPLESS? 


Yesterday the Post-Dispatch published a story of the cor- 
rupt deal by which the Central Traction Franchise steal was 
“jammed through” the House of Delegates over the Mayor's 
veto. It was a shameful story. Seventy-five thousand dollars 
was distributed among the delegates for a franchise worth 
millions to the city. 

Lut exposure is only the first step toward the prevention of 
boodling. The next step is the punishment of the boodlers. The 
laws of Missouri prescribe punishment for both bribe giver 
und bribe taker. They are guilty of crimes punishable by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for seven years. Under our 
present system, by which the whole power of legislation is 
vested in the legislators, there is no protection from corruption 
except in the punishment of the corruptionists. If that fails, 
the people are helpless victims of official rascals. 

If the machinery of justice in St. Louis is not equal to the 
task of bringing to justice the men who have sold out the city, 
wien the acts are published, St. Louisans are without pro- 
tection from any scheme of plunder that may be devised. The 
city is at the mercy of the boodlers. Is St. Louis helpless?

Colored Families to Invade 
the Aristocratic Place. 


INDIGNATION MEETINGS 
HAVE BEEN CALLED. 


HARRY EWALD BUILDING THREE 
SMALL SHANTIES IN THEIR 
MIDST. 


WILL BE OCCUPIED 
SOME TIME THIS WEEK. 


Property Owners Exerting All Their 
Energies to Prevent the In- 
vasion of Their Sacred 
Precincts. 
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Harry F. Ewald, Secretary of the St. 
Louis Iron and Machine Works at 126 Chou- 
teau avenue, threatens to introduce ne- 
groes into the fashionable part of town, 
at Vandeventer and Westminster place. 
He is having three one-story frame shan- 
ties built for the exclusive occupancy of 
colored families, and in all probability the 
houses will be completed by the end of this 
week, 

Fashionable folk living on Westminster 
place, from Spring avenue to Sarah street, 
are vigorously protesting against the out- 
rage, which they think is about to be per- 
petrated upon them, but work on the 

ouses goes right on. 

The property on which the shanties are 
being built was formerly owned by Lindell 
Gordon of 3913 Westminster place, one of 
the Lindell heirs, There is a 75 foot front to 
it, and it igs situated between Dr. C. H. 
Gundelath’s $28,000 residence at 8900 West- 
minster place and Mr. S. T. Moulton’s hand- 
some home at 3916 Westminster place, 

About eight years ago Mrs. Grace V. 
Broughton bought 35 feet of the lot on the 
west, lying next to Mr. Moulton’s residence, 
intending to ‘build, but did not. Last year 
Mrs, O. F. Humphrey bought the remaining 
40 feet, next to Dr. Gundelach’s home, and 
got everything in readiness to put up a $12,- 
000 home, on which work was begun. 

Harry F. Ewald thought it would a good 
thing to erect a three-story apartment 
house on the entire 75 feet and he began 
negotiating with Mrs. Broughton and Mrs. 
Humphrey for the ground. He succeeded 
in buying Mrs. Broughton’s 35 feet, but Mrs. 
Humphrey refused to sell. He went to Mr, 
Gordon's real estate office, at 114 North 
Eighth street, and related his plan of erect- 
ing the apartment house, Whereupon Mr. 
Gordon told him it could not be done, even 
if he succeeded in getting possession of the 
other 40 feet, as there was a clause in the 
deed to the property which prohibited the 
erection of flats or apartment houses upon 
the ground and restricting the building to 
residences only. 

Mr. Ewald called on Mr. Gordon several 
times afterwardg and each time asked him 
to make that clause in the deed, but Mr. 
Gordon refused, saying it was in the com- 
munity’s interests to let it remain. Then 
Mr. Ewald gave Mrs. Humphrey formal 
notice of his intemtion to erect three shan- 
ties next to her $12,000: residence. 

Work on Mr. Bwald’s shanties was be- 
gun Saturday and the St. Louis Construc- 
tion Co., who have charge of the build- 
ing, say they will be completed by the end 
of the week. Each has a 10-foot front and 
is 15 feet deep, and all are attached. They 
will cost no more than $750, at the outside. 

A c¢olored family will move into each 
of the three shacks and pay a rental of $10 
per month. Th@ property owners of this 
part of town ha@ve held several meetings, 
and are highly indignant at the action of 
Mr. Ewald. he property owners and 
wrathy residents have held a meeting at 
the home of Mr. J. B. Holman, 3936 West- 
minster place, and a petition was drawn up 
signed by all of the residents protesting 
apercst such treatment at the hands of Mr. 

wald. 

A committee composed of Messrs. J. E. 
Fogg, John Ring, 8S. T. Moulton, Hy. P. 
Wyman and J. B. Holman was appointed 
and they took the paper to Mr. Ewald’s 
office Monday morning. 

They returned home anticipating good re- 
sults from their labor, but their hopes 
turned to despair when, at 6 o’clock sharp 
Tuesday morning, the stone masons began 
work, as usual, on the foundations. 

Mr. Gordon said: ‘“‘\Mr. Hwaild is from all 
appearances trying to ‘get even’ with me 
because I refused to recall the clause in the 
deed to the property relative to the con- 
struction of apartment ‘houses on the 
ground. All the residents of Westminster 

lace upheld me in not granting Mr. 

wald’s request and if I had granted it I 
would have done a great injury to the 

roperty-owners. If Mr. Ewald thinks he 

s going to coerce me into compliance with 
his wishes by erecting shanties for negro 
families in our midst he is greatly mis- 
taken.”’ 

Dr. C. H. Gundelach said: “I am bitterly 
opposed to Mr. Ewald’s course, but I can do 
nothing, If Mr. Bwald ts trying to wreak 
vengeance on Mr. Gordon he should not do 
it at the expense of the residents here.”’ 

Mr.. Moulton, who will be a next-door 
neighbor of the prospective colored fami- 
lies, was not at home Tuesday morning, 
but his family denounced Mr. E#wald’s 
houses as nuisances.

GUARDSMEN TO BE -HANDED 
TO THEIR FAMILIES. 


BUSINESS MEN HAVE AGREED. 


Understanding Whereby the Volun- 
teer Soldiers Will Lose Nothing Fi- 
nancially When They Go to War. 


St. Louis banks, trust companies and big 
business houses will follow the patriotic 
example set by the similar institutions in 
New York, in guaranteeing the positions of 
such of their employes as are .ordered or 
volunteer for service in the coming war. 

The companies have made no agreement 
among themselves, but individually they 
have provided for the contingency of war 
in this respect. 

Many employes of banks and business 
houses are members of the National Guard 


and as such are subject to the first call for 
troops. A large proportion of these men are 
married, and aluhough their 
beyond question, they have en worried 
not a little to know how their families will 
be taken care of in the event of their being 
ordered away. 

They need worry no longer. 

From the expressions of prominent. bank- 
ers secured by the Post-Dispatch Tuesday 
the men may go forth in defense of their 
country, feeling sure that want will not 
pinch their families while they are away. 

George W. Galbraith, cashier of the Third 
National Bank, was outspoken on the sub- 
ject. “Of course,’’ said he, “our Board of 
Directors has taken no action on this mat- 
ter so far, but speaking personally I believe 
the banks will do the right thing in case 
their men are ordered out as volunteers. 

‘It is nothing but right that they should, 
The National Guard is érganized as‘a de- 
fense, and has been peacy at all times to 
defend our property. We should reciprocate, 
and show our patriotism by making war 
as easy as possible for the men who must 
fight. The banks are patriotic. They will 
show the right spirit when the time comes. 
I believe it would be right for the banks to 
guarantee to their men who go to war their 
positions when they return and pay their 
Salaries to their families, if they are mar- 
ried, while gone.’’ 

George E. Hoffman, cashier of the Mer- 
chants’-Laclede National Bank said his 
bank had taken no action in the matter, 
and he could make no promises. “But if we 
must have war,” he said, ‘‘we are all in 
for it, heart and soul, and the banks will 
be found all right when the time comes.” 

Cashier Wm. H. Thomson of the Boat- 
man’s Bank is an enthusiast on the subject. 
“You can say,”’ said he, “that the Boat- 


man’s Bank will not only allow its men |? 


to go with the assurance that their places 
await them upon their return, but we will 
present to each man who goes the best gun 
obtainable and bid him godspeed. Those 
are my sentiments.” 

Judge George A, Madill, president of the 
Union Trust Company, was asked what his 
institution would do in the matter. “Send 
all our men, if necessary,’’ was his prompt 
reply. “As to paying their salaries, we 
have an understanding. Our men are rea- 
senable and none of them will suffer.” 

President William H, Thompson of the 
Bank of Commerce declined to say what 
action his bank would take. But his re- 

ly indicated that an understanding exists 

etween the bank and its employes. 

“Our understanding with our men is not 
a matter for publication,” he said. 

Hugh McKittrick of the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrieck Dry Goods Co. was non-committal 
about the matter, but all his talk indi- 
cated that when the time came, an arrange- 
ment would be made which would be to the 
advantage of the men who are called to 
war.

men he could not doubt. 

But he had nothing to say. He simply 
shook his Head with the remark: ‘I said al! 
I could at the proper time and in the proper 
way. 

“I knew it would come,” was the excla- 
mation of other officials as they eagerly 
read the startling headlines, They were 
not surprised to see in cold type the charges 
of corruption that have rolled through the 
City Hall for a week. ey were too 
flagrant to be overlooked. 

Both houses of the Assembly were to meet 
in special session at 5 o’clock to bring to a 
close the session of 1897-’98, and members 
gathered early to take a look over the bills 
they were interested in. They gathered in 
groups in the corridors and committee 
rooms, but no thoqught was given to legisla- 
tion on hand;‘it was legislation that had 
gone before—the Central Traction bill—and 
the Post-D!spatch’s exposure of the iniquit- 
ous methods used to “jam” it through the 
Assembly that absorbed attention. either 
House was in a good humor by a two- 
thirds majority. The Post-Dispatch had 
struck a solar plexis blow, and those who 
were open to its ‘force withered and 
squirmed as they réad:-the tell-tale facts ‘of 
their duplicity and perfidy. It was under- 
stood that questions of personal privilege 
would succeed each other in impatient 
order in the Council, in reference to the 
Post-Dispatch’s exposure, but not a member 
referred to it openly. 

It was different in the House. 


Several 


members could not suppress what they 
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public buildings, all that pertains to the comfort, health and safety of the public. If 
that body has betrayed that trust; if, for personal gain, it has sold what belongs to 
the people, it is the right and duty of the press to expose the crime, and it is the 
solemn duty of every citizen to see that they are punished to the full extent of the 
law, and any man who is tndifferent to this duty is not worthy of the privilege of 
citizenship. 

Those who have watclred the progress of the passage of the Central Traction 
bill through our Municipal Assembly, especially if they were present at the meeting 
of the Council when the bill was taken from the hands of the Railroad Committee, 
against the protest of the chairman, Mr. Halsey C. Ives, and other members of the 
Council, and placed in the hands of a special committee, and the manner in which 
the bill was finally passed, cannot help but be impressed with the conviction that 
something more than the welfare of our city actuated that body in its hurried action 
regarding this measure. 

am very thankful that the Post-Dispatch has taken the matter up and hope 
every citizen will uphold and support it in its endeavor to expose what appears to 
be an outrage on public decency. : ; : 

During the exposition made by the Post-Dispatch on the methods of some of 
the members of the old School Beard several citizens accused the Post-Dispatch 
of being sensational, but when the matter was brought into_the courts the evidence 
showed a more corrupt condition of affairs than the Post-Dispatch had ever pub- 
lished; and_it the matter just brought to the notice of the public through the same 
medium is brought before the grand jury, I doubt not a condition of affairs will be 
developed that will startle a large majority of our citizens. : :

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John Drew in a Clever Comedy. 


John Drew’s new play, or rather Sidney 
Grundy’s new play, “A Marriage of Con- 
venience,” presented at the Century last 
evening, is just the sort of play Mr. Drew! 
himself delights im and in which his au- 
diences find him @larming. It was spoken 
of in advance as § “comedy of manners,”’ 
presumably the m@gnners of the Louls XV. 
period when men @ore satins and red heels 
and the women were beautiful in white 
wigs and short waisted-gowns, but the play- 
wright demonstrates that the manners of 
present day society have altered none from 
that time. Marriages of convenience are 
quite as frequent fn this generation as they 
were 1% years ago, and if the truth were 
but hnown there is many a household to-day 
in which practically the same situation ts 
to be found. Monsieur may not be a Comte 
and his mistress may not be a Marquise, 
but his heart just the same does not dwell | 
under the same roof with his wife. 

However, it must not be understood that 
“A (Marriage of Convenience” has a social 
probleen to treat of, or, in being an adapta- 
tion from a French comedy—‘‘Un Marriage 
Sous Louls XV.," by Alexander Dumas— 
that it deals in frankness with risque sub- 
jects. Nothing of the sort. The charm of 
this play 1s in its stmplicity. There are no 
questions of monals to decide, there is noth- 
ing sufficiently plain spoken or even hint- 
ed at to offend the politest ears, and the 
plot is so direct and straightaway that a 
blind man in the top gallery would know 
all about what was going on if his hearing 
was fairly good. There are no “situations’’ 
in “A Marriage of Convenience.’ The audi- 
ence is held for two hours and a half by 
dialogue that is witty at times, polished 
throughout, amusing here and there, and at 
no point dull, 

What takes two hours and a half to be 
told on the stage may be told here in al- 
most as many lines. The Comte de Condale 
marries his cousin to please their rich old 
uncle. The Comte loves a marquise and 


the Comtesse loves a chevalier. They con- 
fess to each other and there are no scenes 
about the matter. The apparent indiffer- 
ence of each makes the other jealous, and 
within three days they commit the unheard- 
of solecism of the times of falling in love 
with each other. Farewell, marquise; adieu, 
chevalier, ‘ 

The part of the Comte de Condale is bet- 
ter fitted to Mr. Drew than that of Sir 
Jasper Thorndyke in ‘‘Rosemary,” which 
was the best character he has given us 
since he became a star. The powdered wig 
satin breeches, sword and “three-cornered 
hat and all that” become him. He is grace- 
ful in movements and interprets with con- 
summate art a character which is a strange 
mixture of tenderness and man-of-the-wor! 
cynicism, His entire performance was 4 
charming picture of the French gentleman 
of 130 years ago. 

The same can hardly be said of Mr. Byron, 
who played the Chevalier. He looked well 
enough and he read his lines intelligently, 
but he did not seem to grasp the spirit of 
the character as Dumas originally wrote It 
and as Mr. Grundy evidently meant it to 
be played. He seemed “dressed up’’ in 
court clothes, and as if he feared his sword 


might trip him at any moment. But he
